INTEODUCTION. 

Tlie  report  herewith  presented  includes  the  results  obtained  in  the 
examination  of  feeding  stuffs  during  the  year  1912,  Special  agents 
of  the  Department  visited  333  towns  and  cities  in  64  counties  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  obtained  1100  samples  which  were  sent  to  the 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  for  examination.  All  of  these  samples  were 
analyzed  and  subjected  to  a  microscopical  examination  and  reports 
were  sent  to  the  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  each  case. 

In  addition  to  the  ofificial  samples  received,  194  samples  were  sent 
in  for  analysis  by  manufacturers  and  dealers,  and  the  results  ob- 
tained were  reported  in  each  case  to  the  senders.  Inquiries  in  regard 
to  labeling  were  also  replied  to  and  included  with  the  reports  of 
analyses.

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111  the  following  pages  will  be  found  the  results  of  chemical  and 
uiicroscopical  analyses,  which  have  been  tabulated,  together  with  a 
li«t  of  the  counties  visited,  a  classili cation  of  the  samples  received 
and  comments  on  each  class  of  feeds  in  the  order  of  their  classifica- 
tion. A  list  of  feed  definitions  in  given  which  includes  a  few  addi- 
tional products  not  listed  in  our  former  reports.  It  was  thought 
advisable  to  include  some  information  concerning  the  method  of  esti- 
mating rations  by  the  use  of  energy  values,  therefore,  an  attempt  is 
made  to  illustrate  by  an  example  how  a  ration  may  be  calculated  on 
the  basis  of  therms  of  energy  and  digestible  protein.  A  table  is  also 
included  which  shoAvs  the  amount  of  digestible  protein,  therms  of 
energy  and  dry  matter  in  certain  feeds  where  experiments  have  been 
made  to  determine  these  values.  This  method  of  estimating  the  feed 
requirements  of  animaJs  is  being  strongly  advocated  by  nutrition 
experts  and  while  the  subject  is  too  comprehensive  to  be  dealt  with 
properly  in  a  feeding  stuffs  report,  it  is  hoped  the  information  given 
will  prove  of  interest  and  value  to  those  making  a  study  of  this  work. 

Judging  from  the  samples  examined  the  character  of  the  feeds  sold 
in  Pennsylvania  during  1U12  was  good.  The  inspection  work  from 
y^ar  to  year  shows  a  continued  improvement  in  the  quality  of  feed- 
ing stufis.  A  less  number  of  deficiencies  were  noted  than  were  ever 
before  reported  (See  table  No.  Y).  The  number  of  cases  where  it  was 
found  necessary  to  bring  action  for  violation  of  the  law  remained 
low.  The  guarantees,  as  a  rule,  were  correctly  given  and  in  a  great 
many  cases  the  analyses  showed  the  crude  protein  to  be  considerably 
in  excess  of  the  guarantee.  This  condition  is  undoubtedly  due  to  an 
earnest  eft'ort  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturers  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  feeding  stuff  law  and  to  co-operate  with  the  Department 
in  guaranteeing  their  products  as  correctly  as  possible.  In  a  number 
of  cases  it  was  found  that  the  composition  and  guarantees  Avere  in- 
correctly given  and  legal  action  was  necessary.  In  a  few  samples  of 
mixed  feeds  it  was  difficult  to  find  present  a  fair  proportion  of  the 
whole  grains  claimed  which  hardly  justified  their  being  named  in  the 
list  of  ingredients.  Where  a  feed  is  advertised  to  contain  whole 
cracked  grains  together  Avith  certain  by-products,  one  Avould  expect 
to  find  upon  examination  a  fair  proportion  of  the  Avhole,  sound, 
clean  grains  but  this  condition  does  not  always  exist.  We  continue 
to  find  whole  Aveed  seeds  present  in  varying  amounts  in  certain 
feeds.  The  molasses  feeds,  as  a  rule,  Avere  quite  free  from  Avhole  or 
unground  weed  seeds,  but  some  of  the  chicken  feeds  examined  shoAved 
a  need  of  improvement  in  this  respect.  The  general  character  of  the 
feeds  received  clearly  denotes  that  the  enforcement  of  the  feeding 
stuff's  law  has  greatly  assisted  in  the  production  of  cleaner  and  more 
correctly  labeled  and  guaranteed  products. 
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The  usual  niunber  of  bulletins  have  been  distributed  and  inquiries 
answered.  Begistrations  have  been  received  covering  practically 
every  brand  ot  fead  which  was  found  offered  for  sale  in  the  State. 
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DEFINITIONS. 


The  following  feeding  stuffs  definitions  Avere  adopted  by  the  x^sso- 
ciation  of  Feed  Control  Officials  of  the  United  States.  Many  of  these 
definitions  were  included  in  our  former  report  and  inasmuch  as  new 
definitions  were  adopted  at  the  meeting  held  November  18th  and 
19th,  1912,  the  total  list  of  definitions  is  herewith  presented. 

ALFALFA  MEAL  is  the  entire  alfalfa  hay  ground,  and  does  not 
contain  an  admixture  of  ground  alfalfa  straw  or  other  foreign  ma- 
terials. 

BLOOD  MEAL  is  ground  dried  blood. 

BEEWEES'  DEIED  GEAINS  are  the  properly  dried  residue  from 
cereals  obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  beer. 

BUCKWHEAT  SHORTS  OR  BUCKWHEAT  MIDDLINGS  are 
that  portion  of  the  buckwheat  grain  immediately  inside  of  the  hull 
after  separation  from  the  flour. 

CHOICE  COTTONSEED  MEAL  must  be  finely  ground,  not  ne- 
cessarly  bolted,  perfectly  sound  and  sweet  in  odor,  yellow,  free  from 
excess  of  lint,  and  must  contain  at  least  41  per  cent,  of  protein. 

CHOP  is  a  ground  or  chop  feed  composed  of  one  or  more  different 
cereals  or  by-products  thereof.  If  it  bears  a  name  descriptive  of  the 
kind  of  cereals,  it  must  be  made  exclusively  of  the  entire  grains  of 
those  cereals. 
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CLIPPED  OAT  REFUSE  (term  oat  clippings  not  recognized)  is  the 
resultant  by-product  obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  clipped  oats.  It 
may  contain  light,  chaffy  material  broken  from  the  ends  of  the  hulls, 
empty  hulls,  light,  immature  oats  and  dust.  It  must  not  contain  an 
excessive  amount  of  oat  hulls. 

OOEN  BEAN  is  the  outer  coating  of  the  corn  kernel. 

CORN  EEED  MEAL  is  the  sifting  obtained  in  the  manufacture  of 
cracked  corn  and  table  meal  from  the  whole  grain. 

CORNSTARCH  BY-PRODUCT  with  corn  bran  is  that  portion  of 
commercial  shelled  corn  that  remains  after  the  separation  of  the 
larger  part  of  the  starch,  and  the  germ  by  the  processes  employed  in 
the  manufacture  of  corn-starch  and  glucose.  It  may  or  may  not  con- 
tain corn  solubles. 

CORN  STARCH  BY-PRODUCT  without  corn  bran  is  that  part  of 
commercial  shelled  corn  that  remains  after  the  separation  of  the 
larger  part  of  the  starch,  the  germ  and  the  bran  by  the  processes  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacture  of  corn  starch  and  glucose.  It  may  or  may 
not  contain  corn  solubles. 

COTTONSEED  PEED  is  a  mixture  of  cottonseed  raeal  and  cotton- 
seed hulls,  containing  less  than  36  per  cent,  of  protein. 

COTTONSEED  MEAL  is  a  product  of  the  cottonseed  only,  com- 
posed principally  of  the  kernel  with  such  portion  of  the  hull  as  is 
necessary  in  the  manufacture  of  oil;  provided  that  nothing  shall  be 
rerognized  as  cottonseed  meal  that  does  not  conform  to  the  foregoing 
definition  and  that  does  not  contain  at  least  36  per  cent,  of  protein. 

CRACKLINGS  are  the  residue  after  partially  extracting  the  fats 
and  oils  from  the  animal  tissue.  If  they  bear  a  name  descriptive  of 
their  kind,  composition  or  origin,  they  must  correspond  thereto. 

DIGESTER  TANKAGE  is  the  residue  from  animal  tissue  exclusive 
of  hoof  and  horn  especially  prepared  for  feeding  purposes  by  tanking 
under  live  steam,  drying  under  high  heat,  and  suitable  grinding.  If 
it  contains  any  considerable  amount  of  bone,  it  must  be  designated 
DIGESTER  MEAT  AND  BONE  TANKAGE. 

DISTILLERS'  DRIED  GRAINS  are  the  dried  residue  from  cereals 
obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  alcohol  and  distilled  liquors.  The 
product  shall  bear  the  designation  indicating  the  cereal  predominat- 
ing. 

FLAX  PLANT  BY-PRODUCT  is  that  portion  of  the  flax  plant  re- 
maining after  the  separation  of  the  seed,  the  baste  fibre  and  a  portion 
of  the  shives,  and  consists  of  flax  shives,  flax  pods,  broken  and  imma- 
ture flax  seeds  and  the  corticle  tissue  of  the  stem. 

GOOD  COTTONSEED  MEAL  must  be  finely  ground,  not  neces- 
sarily bolted,  of  sweet  odor,  reasonably  bright  in  color  and  must  con- 
tain at  least  36  per  cent,  of  protein.

GKITS  are  the  liard,  flinty  portions  of  Indian  corn  without  hulls 
aud  germ. 

HOMINY  MEAL,  HOMINY  FEED,  OE  HOMINY  CHOP  is  a  mix- 
ture of  the  bran  coating,  the  germ  and  a  part  of  the  starchy  portion 
of  the  com  kernel  obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  hominy  grits  for 
human  consumption. 

MALT  SPEOUTS  are  the  sprouts  of  the  barley  grain.  If  the 
sprouts  are  derived  from  any  other  malted  cereal,  the  source  must  be 
designated. 

MEAL  is  the  clean,  sound,  ground  product  of  the  entire  grain, 
cereal  or  seed  which  it  purports  to  represent :  Provided,  that  the  fol- 
lowing meals,  qualified  by  their  descriptive  names,  are  to  be  known  as 
viz :  COEN  GEEM  MEAL  is  a  product  of  the  manufacture  of  starch, 
glucose  and  other  corn  products  and  is  the  germ  layer  from  which  a 
part  of  the  corn  oil  has  been  extracted.  LINSEED  MEAL  is  the 
ground  residue  after  extraction  of  part  of  the  oil  from  ground  flax- 
seed. 

MEAT  SCEAP  AND  MEAT  ]MEAL  are  the  ground  residues  from 
animal  tissue  exclusive  of  hoof  and  bone.  If  they  contain  any  con- 
siderable amount  of  bone,  they  must  be  designated  MEAT  and  BONE 
SCEAP,  or  MEAT  and  BONE  MEAL.  If  they  bear  a  name  descrip- 
tive of  their  kind,  composition  or  origin,  they  must  correspond 
thereto. 

OAT  GEOATS  are  the  kernels  of  the  oat  berry  with  the  hulls  re- 
moved. 

OAT  HULLS  are  the  outer  chaffy  coverings  of  the  oat  grain. 

OAT  MIDDLINGS  are  the  floury  portion  of  the  oat  groat  obtained 
iu  the  milling  of  rolled  oats. 

OAT  SHOETS  are  the  covering  of  the  oat  grain  lying  immediately 
inside  the  hull,  being  a  fuzzy  material  carrying  with  it  considerable 
portions  of  the  fine  floury  part  of  the  groat  obtained  in  the  milling 
of  rolled  oats. 

PEIME  COTTONSEED^  MEAL  must  be  finely  ground,  not  neces- 
carily  bolted,  of  sweet  odor,  reasonably  briglit  in  color,  yellow,  not 
In-own  or  reddish,  free  from  excess  of  lint,  and  must  contain  at  least 
38.  6  per  cent,  protein. 

EED  DOG  is  a  low-  grade  wheat  flour  containing  the  finer  particles 
of  bran. 

EICE  BEAN  is  the  cuticle  beneath  the  hull. 
EICE  HULLS  are  the  outer  chaffy  coverings  of  the  rice  grain. 
EICE  POLISH  is  the  finely  powdered  material  obtained  in  polish- 
ing the  kernel. 
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SCllEENING S  are  the  smaller  imperfect  grains,  weed  seeds  and 
other  foreign  material  having  feeding  value,  separated  in  cleaning 
the  grain.  , 

SHIP  STUFF  or  WHEAT  MIXED  FEED  is  a  miktnre  of  the 
piodncts  other  than  the  flour  obtained  from  the  milling  of  the  wheat 
berry. 

SHOETS  or  STANDAED  MIDDLINGS  are  the  fine  particles  of 
the  outer  and  inner  bran  separated  from  bran  and  white  middlings. 

WHEAT  BEAN  is  the  coarse  outer  coatings  of  the  wheat  berry. 

WHEAT  WHITE  MIDDLINGS  or  WHITE  MIDDLINGS  are 
that  part  of  the  offal  of  Avheat  intermediate  between  shorts  or  stand- 
ard middlings  and  red  dog. 


ANALYSES  OF  SAMPLES  OF  FEEDING  STUFFS  EECEIVED 
FEOM  MANUFACTUEEES  AND  PUECHASEES  LOCATED  IN 
PENNSYLVANIA. 


By  a  special  provision  of  the  Feeding  Stuff  law  it  is  possible  for 
consumers  of  feeding  stuffs  located  in  the  State  to  send  samples  to 
the  Departmerit  for  chemical  analysis.  The  fee  charged  for  this  work 
is  |1.00  per  sam.ple.  During  the  year  194  samples  were  received  and 
reports  made  in  each  case,  Avith  one  exception  where  the  sender  re- 
fused to  remit  the  analysis  fee.  In  the  following  table  (No.  I)  will 
be  found  a  list  of  these  feeds  together  Avith  the  results  of  analysis.

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OFFICIAL  SAMPLES  OF  FEEDING  STUFFS  OBTAINED  BY 

SPECIAL  AGENTS. 


In  pei^forming  ^-lie  work  of  regailating  the  sale  of  concentrated  com- 
mercial feeding  stuffs,  as  provided  for  by  the  feeding  stuffs  law,  Special 
Agents  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  were  employed  during  the 
year  1912  in  collecting  samples.  During  this  period  333  towns  and 
cities  in  64  counties  Avere  visited  and  1,400  samples  of  feeding  stuifs 
were  obtained  Avhich  were  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry.  All 
of  these  samples  were  analyzed  chemically  and  examined  microscop- 
ically. 

In  the  following  table  (No.  II)  is  shown  the  number  of  counties 
visited  and  the  number  of  samples  secured  in  each.

GUAEANTEES  AND  DEFICIENCIES. 


The  following  table  (No.  IV)  has  been  prepared  to  show  the  number 
of  samples  guaranteed  for  crude  protein  and  crude  fat  in  each  group 
of  feeds  as  classified  in  the  preceding  table,  the  number  of  samples 
found  deficient  in  both  crude  protein  and  crude  fat,  in  crude  pro- 
tein alone,  and  in  crude  fat  alone. 

In  estimating  these  deficiencies  only  those  cases  were  noted  where 
the  crude  proteip  was  1.00  per  cent,  or  more  below  and  the  crude  fat 
one-half  of  1.00  per  cent,  or  more  below  the  guarantees.  Of  the  1400 
samples  analyzed  1233  were  guaranteed.  Of  this  number  7,  or  0.56 
per  cent,  were  deficient  in  both  crude  protein  and  crude  fat,  51,  or 
4.18  per  cent,  were  deficient  in  crude  protein  alone  and  27,  or  2.18  per 
cent,  were  deficient  in  crude  fat  alone.  The  total  number  of  samples 
found  to  be  deficient  in  crude  protein  was  58,  or  4.70  per  cent,  and 
the  total  number  deficient  in  crude  fat  was  34,  or  2.75  per  cent. 

Compared  with  the  results  of  former  years  the  deficiencies  herein 
reported  are  less  in  number  than  .ever  before  noted.  These  figures 
prove  conclusively  the  beneficial  results  of  the  enforcement  of  the 
feeding  stuffs  law  and  also  that  the  feeds  are  more  truly  guaranteed 
and  properly  labeled  than  has  ever  been  the  case  in  the  history  of 
feeding  stuffs  inspection  work.  It  should  also  be  reported  in  justice 
to  the  Manufacturers  that  in  a  great  many  cases  the  guarantees  were 
exceeded.

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It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  tluit  the  greatest  mimber  of  de- 
ficiencies were  detected  in  the  Cotton  Seed  Meals  and  Proprietary 
Dairy  and  Stock  Feeds.  In  many  cases,  snch  as  the  Wheat  and  Eye 
Middlings  and  Brans,  and  whole  Grain  Chop  and  Poultry  Feeds, 
where  not  required,  guarantees  were  given  and  except  in  a  few  cases 
were  maintained.

The  following  table  (No.  Y)  gives  a  comparison  of  the  deficiencies 
observed  during  1912  and  the  six  years  preceding.  These  defi- 
ciencies are  reported  on  the  percentage  basis  and  all  were  estimated 
in  the  same  manner.  It  will  be  noted  there  has  been  a  marked  de- 
crease year  after'  year  in  the  deficiencies  observed,  which  denotes  an 
improvement  in  stating  the  proper  guarantees  for  crude  protein  and 
crude  fat.  This  condition  is  undoubtedly  due  to  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  feeding  stuffs  law  and  an  effort  on  the  part  of  manufac- 
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tnrers  to  guarantee  their  products  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
amount  which  would  be  found  upon  analysis.  There  is  still  some  im- 
provement to  be  looked  for,  however,  in  cases  where  g'uarantees  are 
given  ranging  several  per  cent,  from  the  higher  to  the  lower  guaran- 
tee, as  in  many  of  these  cases  the  higher  guarantee  is  not  an  in- 
dication of  the  amount  of  crude  protein  or  crude  fat  Avhich  may  be 
expected  to  be  found  present  upon  analysis.

crude  protein  as  compared  with  those  feeds  which  are  low  in  this 
constituent  and  which  contain  a  greater  proportion  of  carbohy- 
drates. They  are  arranged  in  groups  according  to  Jordan  and  Jen- 
ter,  and  the  figures  reported  are  the  averages  of  two  or  more  of  the 
same  class  or  brand  of  feeding  stuffs.

ENEEGY  VALUES  IN  ESTIMATING  EATIONS. 


In  a  number  of  former  reports  information  has  been  included  in 
regard  to  "balanced  I'ations"  for  feeding  purposes  and  tables  have 
been  inserted  giving  tlie  average  composition  of  a  number  of  feeding 
stuffs  together  v/ith  their  coefficienl-s  of  digestibility  for  crude 
protein,  crude  fat,  crude  fiber  and  nitrogen  free  extract.  A  few  ex- 
amples were  also  given  in  an  attempt  to  illustrate  the  method  of 
estimating  tlie  so  called  nutritive  ratios  for  the  proper  balancing  of 
rations.  A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  and  a  greater  many 
feeding  experimeots  ha^'e  been  made,  the  results  of  which  have  given 
us  a  better  understanding  of  the  problems  of  feeding  domestic  ani- 
mals. We  have  become  familiar  with  the  terms  "balanced  rations," 
"digestible  protein,"  "digestible  fat"  and  "digestible  carbohj'drates." 
We  have  learned  that  it  is  necessary  in  profitable  feeding  to  pay 
attention  to  the  feed  requirements  and  to  the  fact  that  certain 
feeds  or  rations  have  more  or  less  feeding  values  according  to  their 
digestibility  rather  than  to  the  total  nutrients  determined  by 
chemical  analysis.  Exhaustive  digestion  experiments  are  still  be- 
ing made  and  a  great  deal  of  information  is  being  obtained  in  an 
effort  to  determine  the  true  requirements  and  proper  rations  to  be 
used  in  feeding.  The  published  results  of  these  experiments  are, 
as  a  rule,  too  scientific  for  the  average  feeder  to  thoroughly  under- 
stand, for  the  reason  that  new  and  unfamiliar  terms  are  used.  As 
the  stud.y  of  this  problem  advances  some  of  the  familiar  terms  and 
theories  are  replaced  by  nev/  terms  and  theories  and  so  it  has 
come  about  that  the  terms  "energy"  and  "therms"  are  being  used  by 
those  experts  who  are  studying  this  problem  and  making  digestion 
experiments  with  certain  of  the  well  known  feeds. 

It  is  claimed  "feeding  experiments  shoAv  that  rations  computed 
according  to  the  net  energy  standards  much  more  acciirately  meet 
the  needs  of  the  animal  *  *  *  than  do  those  computed  ac- 
cording to  the  digestible  nntrient  standard."  Having  arrived  at  this 
conclusion  the  experts  are  trying  to  teach  us  how  to  prepare  rations 
on  this  basis  and  by  the  use  of  terms  of  "energy"  and  "therms"  instead 
of  by  the  well  known  method  where  the  terms  of  "nutritive  ratio"  and 
"digestible  nutrients"  are  used. 

It  seems  proper,  therefore,  to  endeavor  to  illustrate  in  this  re- 
port how  rations  are  computed  on  the  basis  of  "therms"  of  "energy" 
and  "digestible  protein"  in  order  that  those  who  are  using  our  re- 
ports for  estimating  rations  may  become  more  familiar  with  the  new 
terms. 


For  the  purpose  of  illustration,  the  requirements  of  the  dairy 
cow  will  be  considered  and  the  two  tables  given  have  been  taken 
from  Farmers  Bulletin  No.  34G  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture published  by  Dr.  Henry  P.  Armsby,  Director  of  the  Institute  of 
Animal  Nutrition  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and  Bulletin 
No.  114  by  Prof.  H.  E.  Van  Norman  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
College,  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  Professors  Armsby  and 
Van  Norman  are  experts  in  this  line  of  work  and  are  endeavoring 
to  teach  the  dairymen  and  stock  breeders  the  value  of  computing 
rations  for  farm  animals  by  the  use  of  energv^  values.  Bulletins 
and  information  can  be  had  on  this  subject  by  application  to  the 
Department  of  Dairy  Husbandry.  State  College,  Pa. 

For  practical  purposes  it  is  unnecessary  to  know  the  scientific 
meaning  of  "energy  value"  or  "therms,"  as  it  is  unnecessary  to 
know  the  definition  and  nature  of  "crude  protein,"  "nitrogen  free 
extract"  or  "carbohydrates."  In  computing  rations  on  the  basis  oi 
"energy  values"  it  is  necessary  to  keep  in  mind  the  terms  "energy," 
"therms"  and  "digestible  protein"  and  to  refer  to  two  tables.  One 
which  gives  the  amount  of  therms  of  energy  and  pounds  of  diges- 
tible protein  requireii,  for  maintenance  and  production,  by  an  ani- 
mal, and  the  other  A^hieh  shows  the  amount  of  therms  of  energy 
and'  digestible  protein  present  in  feeding  stuffs,  where  these  values 
have  been  determined.  The  amount  of  digestible  protein  is  given 
in  pounds  per  100  and  the  "energy"  values  of  the  feeds  are  given  in 
"therms"  per  100  pounds,  which  in  both  cases  is  as  will  be  readily 
understood,  the  percentage  of  pounds  of  digestible  protein  and 
therms  of  energy  in  the  different  feeding  stuffs.  Energy  means  that 
power  in  a  feed  whicli  will  do  work  or  carry  on  the  work  required 
to  digest  food,  maintain  life,  produce  milk,  etc.,  and  is  measured 
in  therms  which  is  a  word  used  to  designate  units  of  heat. 

The  following  table  (No.  VII)  gives  the  number  of  pounds  of 
digestible  protein  and  therms  of  energy  for  cows  of  different  weights, 
required  to  sustain  life  or  for  "maintenance,"  and  the  number  of 
pounds  of  digestible  protein  and  therms  of  energy  required,  in  ad- 
dition to  that  required  for  maintenance,  to  produce  from  one  to 
thirty  pounds  of  milk  containing  3%,  4%  and  5%  of  butter  fat.

No.  114,  Pennsylvania  State  College  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

In  estimating  a  ration  tlie  following  facts  must  be  considered: 

1.  Amount  of  protein  (in  pounds)  and  energy  (in  therms)  re- 
quired to  maintain  a  certain  weight  cow. 

2.  Amount  of  protein  and  energy  required  for  milk  production 
in  addition  to  that  required  for  maintenance. 

3.  About  1  lb.  of  grain  feed  or  mixture  should  be  fed  to  each 
3  or  4  pounds  of  milk  produced,  with  a  medium  of  1  pound  of 
grain  to  each  3^  pounds  of  milk. 

4.  Enough  roughage  should  be  fed  in  addition  to  the  grain 
mixture,  to  furnish  the  required  amount  of  protein  and  energy, 
not  furnished  by  the  grain  mixture. 
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EXAMPLE  SHOWING  METHOD  OF  ESTIMATING  A  EATION 
BY  USE  OF  ENEEGY  AND  DIGESTIBLE  PROTEIN. 


Suppose  it  is  decided  to  estimate  a  daily  ration'  for  a  cow  weigh- 
ing 1000  lbs.  and  producing  20  lbs.  of  milk  containing  4%  of  butter 
fat  and  that  we  are  to  use  as  a  roughage  30  lbs.  of  timothy  hay  and 
for  a  grain  mixture  150  lbs.  of  wheat  bran,  100  lbs.  gluten  feed, 
100  lbs.  corn  meal  and  50  lbs.  of  cottonseed  meal. 

The  total  energy  and  digestible  protein  required  (Note  Table  No. 
VII)  would  be  as  follows:

the  amounts  listed  for  cottonseed  meal,  as  foljows: —

The  amount  of  protein  and  energy  in  1  lb.  of  mixture,  as  esti- 
mated above,  multiplied  by  5.7  lbs.  gives  the  amount  in  the  grain 
to  be  used,  as  follows:

These  totals,  it  will  be  noted,  are  quite  close  to  the  tlieoretical 

amounts  required  in  Table  VII  of  1.50  lbs.  protein  and  12.00  therms  of 
energy.  The  figures  in  each  case  can  be  lowered  or  raised  so  that  the 
totals  will  more  closely  agree  with  the  standards,  by  varying  the 
amounts  of  the  ingredients  used.  Practical  experience  in  feeding  is 
necessary  in  order  to  judge  the  nature  of  the  grain  mixture  and  rough- 
age which  are  to  be  used  and  it  is  also  nec?ssary  to  consider  the  cur- 
rent prices  and  the  availability  of,  or  amount  of,  home  grown  products 
on  hand. 


DISCUSSION  OF  THE  ANALYTICAL  EESULTS. 


Under  the  classes  or  groups  of  feeding  stuffs  as  classified  in  Table 
III  a  discussion  of  the  results  of  the  inspection  work  follows,  which 
includes  remarks  in  regard  to  the  ingredients  used,  the  character 
of  the  samples  submitted,  the  average  analyses  and  the  lowest  and 
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highest  percentages  of  crude  protein,  crude  fat  and  crude  fiber 
found  in  certain  classes,  together  with  the  brand  names  of  the  pro- 
prietary feeds  received.  In  the  large  table  (No.  IX)  will  be  found 
the  results  of  the  chemical  analyses  and  microscopical  examinations, 
and  the  guaranteed  analyses  and  the  list  of  ingredients  which  were 
found  upon  sacks  or  attached  cards. 


OIL  CAKE  MEALS. 


COTTENSEED  MEAL. 
Analyses  on  Pages  48  to  57. 

Eighty-seven  samples  of  cottonseed  meal  were  obtained,  all  of 
which  were  found  to  be  guaranteed.  Sixty-one  of  these  were  guar- 
anteed to  contain  41.00  per  cent,  of  crude  protein;  twenty-five  were 
guaranteed  38.00  per  cent,  or  38.62  per  cent,  of  crude  protein  and 
one  minimum  guarantee  of  35.00  per  cent,  was  found.  Of  the  total 
number  examined  16  were  found  upon  analysis  to  contain  1  per  cent, 
or  more  less  crude  protein  than  claimed.  Many  guarantees  ranging 
several  per  cent,  from  a  minimum  to  a  maximum  were  given  on 
sacks  or  attached  cards.  This  method  of  stating  guarantees  judg- 
ing from  our  results,  in  misleading,  as  in  only  three  of  these  cases 
did  the  amount  determined  reacli  the  higher  figure.  In  some  cases 
the  lower  guarantees  were  not  reached.  The  sample  referred  to  as 
being  guaranteed  35.00  per  cent,  was  more  in  the  nature  of  a  cot- 
tonseed feed,  as  it  contained  an  excessive  amount  of  cottonseed 
hulls.  In  a  few  samples  the  crude  fiber  was  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  normal  amount  usually  found  in  a  high  grade  cottonseed  meal 
showing  the  presence  of  an  excess  of  hulls.  The  results  of  analyses 
showed  the  crude  protein  to  run  from  37.00  per  cent,  to  44.44  per 
cent,  witli  an  average  of  40.87  per  cent.  The  crude  fat  ranged  from 
6.50  per  cent  to  11.50  per  cent,  with  an  average  of  8.14  per  cent, 
and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  4.57  per  cent,  to  12.20  per  cent, 
with  an  average  of  9.13  per  cent.  The  low  grade  cottonseed  meal 
referred  to  was  excluded  from  the  above  results  and  was  found  to 
contain  35.56  per  cent,  of  crude  protein,  5.68  per  cent,  of  crude 
fat  and  13.43  per  cent,  of  crude  fiber. 

A  few  cases  were  observed  where  the  sacks  did  not  contain  the 
full  weight  as  advertised.  Purchasers  of  cottonseed  meal  are  cau- 
tioned to  make  sure  all  of  the  sacks  they  receive  contain  the  full 
amount  of  meal  as  claimed. 

In  an  effort  to  obtain  information  which  would  assist  in  estab- 
lishing a  standard  for  crude  fiber  in  cottonseed  meal,  comparisons 
of  the  results  obtained  during  the  year  have  been  made.  Sixfy-one 
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samples  were  found  guaranteed  to  contain  41.00  per  cent,  of  crude 
protein,  and  25  were  guaranteed  38.00  per  cent,  of  crude  protein 
or  slightly  in  excess  of  this  amount.  The  average  content  of  crude 
fiber  in  the  41.00  per  cent,  meals  was  found  to  be  8.72  per  cent, 
and  the  average  crude  fiber  in  the  25  meals  having  the 
lower  protein  guarantee  was  10.15  per  cent.  These  results  are  of 
interest  for  the  reason  that  the  crude  fiber  in  cottonseed  meals  is 
restricted  by  our  law  to  9.00  per  cent.  It  will  appear  from  the  fore- 
going results  that  this  9.00  per  cent,  restriction  is  ample  enough 
in  the  case  of  a  high  grade  cottonseed  meal.  It  is  also  evident 
that  as  soon  as  hulls  appear  in  cottonseed  meal  in  considerable 
amounts  the  crude  fiber  will  exceed  9.00  per  cent.  The  average 
crude  fiber  in  all  the  samples  of  cottonseed  meal  examined  was  9.13 
per  cent.,  as  above  stated.  In  order  that  these  results  may  be  more 
readily  compared,  a  recapitulation  follows  showing  the  'average 
analysis  of  the  86  samples  examined,  the  average  analysis  of  the  61 
samples  guaranteed  41.00  per  cent,  crude  protein  and  the  average 
of  the  remaining  samples  found  with  a  low  crude  protein  guarantee.

LINSEED  MEAL. 

Analyses  on  Pages  56  to  63. 

Seventy-one  samples  of  Linseed  Meal  Vvere  examined  during  the - 
year,  10  of  which  were  classed  as  New  Process  Oil  Meals.  All  of 
these  samples  were  found  to  be  properly  guaranteed,  no  deficiencies 
being  observed  in  the  New  Process  Oil  Meals  and  only  one  deficiency 
in  crude  fat  was  observed  in  the  case  of  the  Old  Process  Meals.  In 
many  cases  the  guarantees  for  crude  protein  were  exceeded  by 
several  per  cent. 

In  the  New  Process  Meals  the  crude  protein  ranged  from  36.25 
per  cent,  to  39.56  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  37.98  per  cent.,  the 
crude  fat  ranged  from  2.10  per  cent,  to  4.83  per  cent,  with  an 
average  of  2.98  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  varied  from  7.80  per 
cent,  to  9.52  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  8.82  per  cent.  In  no  case 
was  the  crude  protein  and  crude  fat  found  to  less  than  the 
amounts  guaranteed. 
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The  analyses  of  tke  Old  Process  Meals  sliowed  the  crude  protein 
to  range  from  30.50  per  cent,  to  38. 5G  per  cent.,  with  an  average 
of  35.00  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  varied  from  5.20  per  cent,  to  10.40 
per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  6.87  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber 
varied  from  7.30  per  cent,  to  9.80  per  cent.,  with  au  average  of  8.35 
per  cent.  The  guarantees  for  crude  protein  in  these  meals  ranged 
from  30.00  per  cent,  to  37.50  per  cent,  and  in  no  case  was  the  crude 
protein  found  to  be  less  than  the  lower  guarantee.  In  many  cases 
this  amount  was  exceeded.  The  quality  of  the  seeds  used  varied 
somewhat,  as  in  a  few  cases  evidence  of  the  presence  of  weed  seeds 
and  foreign  matter  was  noted. 


LINSEED  MEAL  WITH  ADMIXTUKES. 

Analj'ses  on  Pages  G2  and  63. 

Five  samples  of  feeding  stufl's  were  received  which  Avere  classed 
under  the  above  heading  and  all  Avere  of  the  same  brand,  namely, 
"Laxo  Cake  Meal."  This  product  is  an  oil  meal  secured  from  the 
production  of  oil  where  liax  seed  has  been  used  from  which  the 
ordinary  field  weed  seeds  have  not  been  removed.  These  five  sam- 
ples were  properly  guaranteed  and  the  results  of  analyses  showed 
there  were  no  deficiencies.  The  crude  protein  ranged  from  26.00 
per  cent,  to  27.25  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  26.81  per  cent.,  the 
crude  fat  ranged  from  7.60  per  cent,  to  9.45  per  cent.,  with  an 
average  of  8.55  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  9.20  per 
cent,  to  10.22  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  9.89  per  cent. 


COEN  OIL  MEAL. 

Aualy.ses  on  Pages  02  and  0-3. 

One  sample  of  Corn  Oil  Meal  was  received  which  was  not  guaran- 
teed as  required.  The  analysis  was  found  to  be  as  follows:  Crude 
protein  16.69  per  cent.,  crude  fat  3.88  per  cent,  and  crude  fiber 
4.60  per  cent. 
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DISTILLERY  A^B  BEEWERY  BY-PEODUOTS. 


DISTILLERS'  GRAINS  (LARGELY  FROM  CORN). 
Analyses  on  Pages  62  to  67. 

The  immber  of  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  classed  as  Distillers' 
Grains  was  24,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  guaranteed.  Tv/enlv- 
one  of  these  were  largely  from  corn  and  so  classified  as  Corn  was 
the  predominating  grain  used,  and  three  samples  were  Distillers' 
Grains  largely  from  Eye.  In  the  Distillers'  Grains  largely  from 
Corn,  the  crude  protein  ranged  from  26.44  per  cent,  to  33.38  per 
cent.,  with  an  average  of  31.11  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  ranged  from 
11.00  per  cent,  to  16.35  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  13.68  per 
cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  7.50  per  cent,  to  12.90  per 
cent.,  with  an  average  of  10.63  per  cent.  Only  one  sample  was 
found  to  be  deficieut  in  crude  protein. 

In  the  Distillers'  Grains  largely  from  Eye  it  was  noted  that  the 
analysis  varied  somewhat  as  the  crude  protein  ranged  from  14.63 
per  cent,  to  20.04  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  17.44  per  cent.,  the 
crude  fat  ranged  from  6.53  per  cent,  to  10.00  per  cent.,  with  an 
average  of  8.31  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  11.27 
per  cent,  to  12.20  per  cent,  with  an  average  of  11.89  per  cent.  One 
sample  was  found  to  be  slightly  below  the  guarantee  for  crude 
protein. 

BEEWEES'  GEAINS. 

Analyses  on  Pages  66  to  69. 

Twenty-five. samples  of  Brewers  Grains  were  received  which  upon 
analysis  showed  that  the  crude  protein  ranged  from  20.31  per  cent, 
to  32.25  per  cent,  with  an  average  of  26.90  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat 
ranged  from  6.10  per  cent,  to  9.23  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of 
7.38  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  12.15  per  cent  .to 
18.35  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  14.47  per  cent.  Only  one  de- 
ficiency was  noted  in  crude  protein.  There  was  quite  a  variation 
in  the  analyses  of  the  samples  as  will  be  noted  from  the  highest  and 
lowest  protein  contents. 

MALT  SPEOUTS. 

Analysese  on  Pages  G8  and  69. 

Of  the  5  samples  of  Malt  Sprouts  analyzed,  all  were  found  to  be 
correctly  guaranteed.  One  sample  was  found  to  contain  a  large 
amount  of  unground  weed  seeds,   This  product  should  be  fpeg  frgaj 
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weed  seeds,  as  where  they  are  present,  from  all  we  have  been  able 
to  learn,  tfiey  have  been  introduced  after  the  sprouts  have  been 
separated  from  the  barley  malt.  The  crude  protein  ranged  from 
24.56  per  cent,  to  30  per  cent,  with  an  average  of  26.14  per  cent., 
the  crude  fat  ranged  from  1.38  per  cent,  to  3.05  per  cent.,  with  an 
average  of  2.45  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  11.22  per 
cent,  to  14.00  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  12.70  per  cent. 


MAIZE  BY-PEODUCTS. 


GLUTEN  FEED. 
Analyses  on  Pages  68  to  73. 

The  number  of  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  received  and  classified 
as  Gluten  Peed  was  53,  two  of  wiiich  were  found  not  to  be  guaran- 
teed.   Only  1  sample  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  crude  protein. 

Formerly  a  large  proportion  of  this  product  has  been  artificially 
colored  with  an  aniline  dye,  but  this  practice  seems  to  be  somewhat 
discontinued  as  only  2  samples  were  so  colored.  A  new  definition 
has  been  adopted  for  the  so  called  Gluten  Feeds  by  the  Association 
of  Feed  Control  Officials  which  is  as  follows:  "Corn  Starch  By- 
product with  Corn  Bran  is  that  portion  of  commercial  shelled  corn 
that  remains  after  the  separation  of  the  larger  part  of  the  starch 
and  the  germ  by  the  processes  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  corn 
starch  and  glucose.  It  may  or  may  not  contain  corn  solubles."  The 
crude  protein  ranged  from  18.25  per  cent,  to  28.94  per  cent.,  with 
an  average  of  25.85  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  ranged  from  2.20  per  cent, 
to  5.95  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  3.92  per  cent,  and  the  crude 
fiber  ranged  from  5.07  per  cent,  to  8.07  per  cent,  with  an  average 
of  6.62  per  cent 

GLUTEN  MEAL. 

Analyses  on  Pages  72  and  73. 

One  sample  of  feeding  stuffs  was  analyzed  which  was  classed  as 
Gluten  Meal.  This  is  the  first  sample  of  this  product  which  has 
been  found  on  sale  in  this  State  for  sometime.  The  analysis  was 
-found  to  be  as  follows:  crude  protein  40.75  per  cent.,  crude  fat 
4.55  per  cent  and  crude  fiber  fiber  2.10  per  cent,  which  corres- 
ponded with  the  guarantees  given.  A  new  definition  has  also  been 
adopted  for  this  product,  namely,  "Corn  Starch  By-Product"  which 
differs  from  the  so  called  Gluten  Feeds  in  that  it  should  not  contain 
any  Corn  Bran  and  as  a  greater  portion  of  the  starch  has  been  re- 
moved in  the  processes  of  the  manufacture  of  com  starch  and 
glucose  from  which  it  is  obtained  as  a  by-prdouct. 
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HOMINY  FEED. 
Analyses  on  Pages  72  to  77. 
Thirty-nine  samples  of  Hominy  Feed  were  analyzed,  all  of  whicli 
were  fonnd  to  be  guaranteed  and  three  of  which  were  found  to  be 
deficient  in  crude  fat.  This  product  is  a  mixture  of  the  bran  coat- 
ing, the  germ,  and  a  part  of  the  starchy  portion  of  the  eoru  kernel 
obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  hominy  grits  for  human  consump- 
tion. The  crude  protein  ranged  from  9.75  per  cent,  to  12.63  per 
cent,  with  an  average  of  11.15  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  ranged  from 
5.35  per  cent,  to  9.95  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  7.41  per  cent, 
and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  1.77  per  cent,  to  5.80  per  cent., 
with  an  average  of  3.81  per  cent. 

COKN  BEAN. 
Analyses  on  Pages  76  to  79. 
The  number  of  samples  of  Corn  Bran  analyzed  was  15,  all  of 
which  were  guaranteed.  One  sample  was  found  to  be  deficient  in 
both  crude  protein  and  crude  fat,  and  1  sample  was  found  to  be  a 
mixture  of  Corn  Bran  and  Corn  Sittings.  Under  this  group  were 
classed  those. feeding  stuPAs  which  were  labeled  Corn  Bran  and  also 
those  which  were  designated  on  the  sacks  or  attached  cards  as 
"Badger  Cream  Flakes,"  "Corn  Bran  Flakes"  and  "Maizelene  Feed." 
The  crude  protein  in  these  products  varied  from  7.38  per  cent,  to 
12.88  per  cent,  with  an  average  of  10.41  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat 
varied  from  6.08  per  cent,  to  12.30  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of 
8.79  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  varied  from  6.00  per  cent,  to  11.85 
per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  8.91  per  cent. 

COKN  PEED  MEAL. 
Analyses  on  Pages  78  and  79, 
Two  samples  classified  as  Corn  Feed  Meal  were  examined,  the 
average  analysis  of  which  was  as  follows:  Crude  protein  8.41  per 
cent,  crude  fat  2.73  per  cent,  and  crude  fiber  1.10  per  cent.  Neither 
of  these  samples  were  guaranteed  as  required.  Inasmuch  as  Corn 
Feed  Meal  is  not  the  whole  ground  grain,  the  analysis  should  be 
given.  The  definition  for  this  product  designates  it  as,  "The  sittings 
obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  cracked  corn  and  table  meal  made 
from  the  whole  grain." 

COEN  FLOUK. 
Analyses  on  Pages  78  and  79. 
One  sample  of  Corn  Flour  was  received  vi^hich  upon  analysis  was 
found  to  contain  8.25  per  cent,  of  crude  protein,  4.00  per  cent  of 
crude  fat,  and  1 . 52  per  cent,  of  crude  fiber.  This  sample  was  guar- 
anteed, and  the  crude  protein  guarantee  was  slightly  in  excess  of 
the  amount  founds 
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WHEAT  OFFALS. 

Two  Hundred  and  seven  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  classified  as 
Wheat  Offals  were  received  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  10 
were  Low  Grade  Flour  Middlings,  93  were  Wheat  Middlings,  13 
were  Wheat  Middlings  v/ith  Admixtures,  5  were  Mixed  Feeds  and  86 
were  Wheat  Bran.  With  the  exception  of  Wheat  Middlings  with  Ad- 
mixtures this  class  of  feeding  stuffs  is  not  required  by  law  to  be 
labeled  with  the  guaranteed  analysis,  however,  in  the  majority  of 
cases  guarantees  were  given.  Taken  as  a  class  these  products  are 
free  from  adulterations,  and  during  the  year  no  samples  were  found 
which  were  adulterated  with  ground  corn  cobs,  as  was  the  case 
early  in  the  feeding  stuffs  inspection  work. 

LOW  GEADE  FLOIJK. 
Analyses  on  Pages  78  to  81. 

Ten  samples  of  Low  Grade  Flour  Middlings  were  received,  7  of 
which  were  guaranteed  and  in  these  cases  the  guarantees  were  ex- 
ceeded upon  actual  anal.yses.  The  crude  protein  ranged  from  15.69 
per  cent,  to  19.56  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  17.58  per  cent., 
the  crude  fat  ranged  from  3.65  per  cent,  to  5.15  per  cent,  with  an 
average  of  4.20  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  0.87  per 
cent,  to  8.50  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  2.51  per  cent. 

WHEAT  MIDDLINGS. 

Analyses  on  Pages  80  to  87. 

The  number  of  samples  of  Wheat  Middlings  examined  was  93, 
56  being  guaranteed  and  of  this  number  4  were  deficient  in  crude 
fat.  Under  this  heading  were  grouped  all  those  samples  which  were 
labeled  "Wheat  Middlings."  and  "Wheat  Shorts."  The  crude  pro- 
tein ranged  from  13.63  per  cent,  to  21.06  per  cent.,  with  an  average 
of  17.66  per  cent,  the  crude  fat  ranged  from  3.10  per  cent  to  6.88 
per  cent,  with  an  average  of  5.00  per  cent  and  the  crude  fiber 
ranged  from  2.00  per  cent,  to  8.10  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of 
5.18  per  cent.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  samples  were  clean  and 
free  from  foreign  material  although  in  5  samples  varying  amounts 
of  chaff  and  unground  weed  seeds  were  found.  This  foreign  material 
was  undoubtedly  introduced  after  the  product  had  come  from  the 
mills,  as  the  weed  seeds  were  in  an  unground  condition. 

WHEAT  MIDDLINGS  WITH  ADMIXTURES. 
Analyses  on  Pages  86  to  89. 

Thirteen  8amT)les  of  Y\''heat.  Middlings  with  xVdmixture's  were 
examined,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  guaranteed  and  in  which 
no  deficiencies  were  observed.  The  admixtures  ljse4  were  as  follows; 
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Eeddog  Flour,  Maizo  Eeddog  Flour  (from  Corn),  Hominy  Feed, 
Corn  Middlings  and  Corn  Meal.  Four  brands  were  represented  as 
follows:  Gem  Middlings,  Badger  Fancy  Middlings,  Colonial  Choice 
Middlings  and  Camp's  No.  2  White  Middlings  and  Corn  Meal. 

MIXED  FEED— WHEAT  BY-PEODUCTS. 
Analyses  on  Pages  88  and  89. 
The  number  of  samples  received  grouped  under  this  heading  was 
5,  4  of  which  were  labeled  with  the  guaranteed  analysis.  In  the 
case  of  those  samples  guaranteed  no  cleticiencies  were  detected  and 
all  were  in  a  good  clean  condition  being  free  from  foreign  material. 
The  crude  protein  ranged  from  15.56  per  cent,  to  17.56  per  cent, 
with  an  average  of  16.71  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  ranged  from  1.50 
per  cent,  to  5 . 25  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  4 . 70  per  cent,  and  the 
crude  fiber  ranged  from '6.82  per  cent,  to  S.20  per  cent.,  with  an 
average  of  7.58  per  cent. 

WHEAT  BEAN. 

Analyses  on  Pages  .88  to  95. 

The  number  of  samples  of  Wheat  Bran  analyzed  v/as  S6,  51  being 
guaranteed.  One  sample  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  both  crude 
protein  and  crude  fat,  and  one  was  deiicient  in  crude  protein  alone 
in  cases  where  the  guarantees  were  given.  The  crude 
protein  ranged  from  12.50  per  cent,  to  18.41  per  cent.,  vdth  an 
average  of  16.45  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  ranged  from  4.05  per 
cent,  to  6.40  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  4.91  per  cent,  and  the 
crude  fiber  ranged  from  7.42  per  cent,  to  11.50  per  cent.,  with  an 
average  of  9.27  per  cent. 

EYE  OFFALS. 

Analyses  on  Pages  96  and  97. 

Six  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  classified  as  Eye  Ofi:"als  were  ob- 
tained, 4  being  grouped  as  Eye  Middlings  and  2  as  Mixed  Feed  Eye 
By-products.  Three  of  the  Middlings  were  guaranteed,  no  defi- 
ciencies being  observed  and  one  of  the  Mixed  Feeds  was  found  to  be 
correctly  guaranteed.  All  of  these  samples  were  clean  and  free 
from  foreign  material. 

In  the  Middlings  the  crude  protein  ranged  from  16.00  per  cent,  to 
18.22  per  cent,  with  an  average  of  17.28  per  cent,  the  crude  fat 
ranged  from  3.32  per  cent,  to  3.75  per  cent,  with  an  average  of 
3.55  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  4.20  per  cent,  to 
5.00  per  cent,  witli  an  average  of  4.62  per  cent. 

The  average  analysis  of  the  Bye  Mixed  Feeds  was  as  follows: 
Crude  protein  16.38  per  cent,  crude  fat  3.27  per  cent  and  crude 
fiber  3.47  per  cent. 
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WHEAT  AND  EYE  OFFALS. 

Analyses  on  Pages  96  and  97. 

Six  samples  being  Mixtures  of  Wheat  and  Eye  Offals  were  re- 
ceived and  analyzed.  All  were  properly  guaranteed,  no  deficiencies 
being  observed, 

OAT  BY-PEODUOTS. 

Analyses  on  Pages  96  and  97. 

One  samjjle  of  Oat  By-Product  was  received  which  was  labeled 
"Purity  Eegrouud  Oat  Hulls."  This  product  was  properly  guaran- 
teed, the  analysis  being  as  follows:  crude  protein  7.50  per  cent., 
crude  fat  5.00  per  cent,  and  crude  fiber  24:. 05  per  cent. 

BUCKWHEAT  OFFALS. 
Analyses  on  Pages  96  to  89. 

Ten  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  were  analyzed  which  were  found  to 
be  Buckwheat  Oft'als,  5  of  these  being  classified  as  Buckwheat  Mid- 
dlings and  the  remaining  5  being  classified  as  Buckwheat  Feed.  The 
Middlings  were  not  guaranteed  and  three  of  the  Feeds  were  labeled 
with  the  analysis.  The  Buckwheat  Middlings  upon  analysis  showed 
that  the  crude  protein  ranged  from  19.38  per  cent,  to  32.69  per 
cent.,  with  an  average  of  26.49  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  ranged  from 
4.75  per  cent,  to  7.60  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  6.29  per  cent, 
and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  3.75  per  cent,  to  10.05  per  cent., 
with  an  average  of  6.25  per  cent. 

In  the  Buckwheat  Feeds  one  sample  was  found  to  be  deficient 
in  crude  protein  aloue,  and  one  in  both  crude  protein  and  crude 
fat.  These  samples  were  mixtures  of  Middlings  with  varying 
amounts  of  hulls  and  were  classified  as  Feeds  from  their  general  ap- 
pearance as  well  as  from  the  anal3^sis.  The  crude  protein  ranged 
from  14.06  per  cent,  to  22.81  per  cent,  with  an  average  of  18.15 
per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  ranged  from  3.25  per  cent,  to  5.83  per  cent, 
with  an  average  of  4.24  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from 
16.82  per  cent,  to  23.50  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  20.76  per 
cent. 

ALFALFA  MEAL.  ;  '  ;  ' 

Analyses  on  Pages  98  and  99. 

The  number  of  samples  received  of  Alfalfa  Meal  was  16,  2  of 
which  were  not  properly  guaranteed  as  required.  One  sample  con- 
tained a  large  amount  of  pepper  grass  seed,  and  upon  analysis  was 
found  to  vary  considerably  from  the  analysis  guaranteed,  which 
probably  was  caused  by  the  presence  of  the  foreign  seeds.  In  esti- 
mating tie  average  analysis  of  the  Alfalfa  Meals  the  results  ob- 
tained on  Ms  sample  were  omitted.    With  this  exception  all  the 
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samples  were  of  u  good  quality.  lu  three  cases  the  guarantees  tot 
crude  fiber  were  too  low,  as  the  amount  found  was  in  excess  of  the 
figures  given  although  the  Meal  was  of  a  good  average  quality.  The 
crude  protein  varied  from  12.25  per  cent,  to  18.07  per  cent.,  with 
an  average  of  14.78  per  cent.,  the  crude  fat  varied  from  1.53  per 
cent,  to  4.75  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  varied  from  2G.25  per  cent, 
to  34.67  per  ceait.,  with  an  average  of  29.76  per  cent.  In  the  sample 
referred  to  and  excluded  from  the  average,  the  analysis  was  as 
follows:  crude  protein  21.81  per  cent,  crude  fat  4.75  per  cent,  and 
crude  fiber  13.60  per  cent. 

BEET  PULP. 
Analyses  on  Pages  98  to  101. 

Seventeen  samples  of  Beet  Pulp  were  received  and  analyzed,  all 
of  v/hieh  were  guaranteed.  No  deficiencies  were  observed.  Sixteen 
of  these  samples  vv^ere  of  the  same  brand  and  were  residues  of  sugar 
beets  dried  after  extraction  of  sugar,  and  1  was  dried  beet  pulp  which 
toutained  10.00  per  cent,  of  beet  molasses.  Excluding  the  sample 
containing  the  molasses,  the  crude  protein  ranged  from  8.25  per 
cent,  to  10.69  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  9.43  per  cent.,  the  crude 
fat  ranged  from  0.85  per  cent,  to  1.73  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of 
1.27  per  cent,  and  the  crude  fiber  ranged  from  15.72  per  cent,  to 
19.52  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  18.11  per  cent. 


MIXED  FEEDS:— PKOPEIETAEY  AND  MISCELLANEOUS. 


The  number  of  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  received  during  the  year 
which  are  grouped  under  the  general  heading  of  "Mixed  Feeds"  was 
784.  Under  this  heading  are  classed  the  various  brands  of  Proprie- 
tary Dairy,  Stock,  Horse  and  Mule  Feeds,  Calf  Meals,  Chop  Feeds, 
Poultry  Foods  and  Miscellaneous  Feeds.  This  number  represents  a 
variety  in  the  brands  or  classes  of  Mixed  Feeds  which  were  ofl'ered 
for  sale  in  Pennsylvania.  In  many  cases  several  samples  of  the 
same  brand  or  class  were  secured  and  where  two  or  more  of  these 
were  examined  an  average  was  made  of  the  results  of  analyses.  For 
convenience  in  tabulating  the  different  brands  and  classes,  and  in 
making  comments  concerning  their  character,  they  have  been 
grouped  and  will  be  discussed  under  six  sub-divisions,  as  follows:

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PROPEIETAEY  DAIliY  AlW  STOCK  FEEDS. 
Analyses  on  I'ages  100  to  155. 

The  number  of  Proprietary  Dairy  and  Stock  Feeds  esamiued  dur- 
ing the  year  was  301.  One-half  of  this  number  were  "Molasses 
Feeds"  so  called  for  the  reason  that  molasses  is  used  as  an  ingred- 
ient together  with  diherent  proportions  of  various  by-products. 

The  general  character  of  the  Dairy  and  Stock  Feeds  received  was 
good  and  shows  an  improvement  over  those  examined  in  1911.  The 
number  of  deficiencies  was  less  and  they  were  more  free  from  pro- 
ducts not  given  in  the  list  of  ingredients.    All  but  one  were  guar- 
anteed.   One  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  both  crude  protein  and 
crude  fat,  IG  were  deficient  in  crude  protein  alone  and  4  were  defi- 
cient in  crude  fat  alone.    A  large  proportion  of  the  samples  were 
found  to  contain  more  crude  protein  and  crude  fat  than  was  guaran- 
teed.   There  were  a  number  of  samples  which  contained  varyino- 
amounts  of  unground  weed  seeds  which  were  introduced  where 
screenings  had  been  used  iu  the  mixture.   The  feeds  in  'which  ground 
and  bolted  grain  screenings  were  introduced  were  as  a  rule"  clean 
m  their  general  appearance.    In  many  cases  where  a  feed  was  ad- 
vertised to  contain  as  ingredients  a  few  cereal  grains  such  as  Corn 
Oats,  Barley,  etc.,  and  a  number  of  by-products,  it  was  difficult 
to  detect  the  presence  of  the  grains  as  the  proportion  to  the  by- 
products was  small  and  hardly  justified,  in  some  instances,  their 
being  named.    From  the  composition  claimed,  in  tiiese  cage's  one 
^rould  expect  to  find  a  reasonable  proportion  of  whole  sound  oj  ams. 
to  be  mixed  with  the  by-products.    The  presence  of  a  small  amount 
of  unsound,  imperfect  and  damaged  grains  instead  of  high  o-i-ade 
products,  cannot  be  claimed  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  spirit  of 
the  law  or  fair  to  the  consumers.    The  following  list  of  ingredients 
was  found  to  have  been  used  in  compounding  the  various  Dairy  and 
Stock  Feeds:  corn,  corn  meal,  shelled  and  ear  corn,  corn  flour,  homiuv 
oats,  oat  shorts,  oat  middlings,  oat  clippings,  oat  hulls,  barley^ 
wheat,  wheat  bran,  wheat  middlings,  wheat  shorts,  reddo-  flour 
cottonseed  meal,  cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  hull  inan,  linseed  meal' 
com  oil  meal,  gluten  feed,  distillers  and  brewers  dried  grains  al- 
falfa meal,  malt  sprouts,  flax  plant  refuse,  molasses,  salt  and  Var- 
ious grades  of  grain  screenings  both  unground  and  bolted  from 
wheat  oats,  barley  and  flax.    The  chemical  analysis  and  composi- 
tion of  these  feeds  will  be  found  in  the  table  as  indicated

PROPEIETAEY  HOESE  AND  MULE  FEEDS. 

Analyses  on  Pages  154  to  167. 

Eighty  samples  classed  as  Proprietary  Horse  and  Mule  Feeds  were 
received  and  analyzed  during  the  year.  All  of  these  were  found  to 
be  labeled  with  the  guaranteed  analysis.  In  one  case  the  list  of 
ingredients  was  omitted.  The  results  of  examination  indicates  that 
this  class  of  feeds  is,  as  a  rule,  clean  and  that  they  contain  the  in- 
gredients as  advertised.  One  sample  was  found  to  contain  a  small 
amount  of  r\^ee,d  seeds.  Two  samples  were  deficient  in  ci'ude  pro- 
tein and  one  in  crude  fat.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  however,  the 
guarantees  were  exceeded. 

Among  the  ingredients  used  were  the  following:  Corn,  shelled  and 
earn  corn,  corn  grits,  corn  bran,  cracked  corn  sittings,  hominy  feed, 
gluten  feed,  oats,  oat  shorts,  oat  middlings,  oat  hulls,  oat  clippings, 
barley,  brewers  dried  grains,  malt  sprouts,  wheat,  wheat  middlings, 
wheat  bran,  reddog  flour,  rye,  rye  middlings,  rye  bran,  alfalfa,  cot- 
tonseed meal,  linseed  meal,  recleaned  grain  screenings,  sugar  beet 
syrup,  molasses  and  salt. 
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The  following  brands  of  Horse  and  Mule  Feeds  were  received:

CALF  MEALS. 

Analyses  on  Pages  166  to  169. 

Sixteen  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  sold  as  Calf  Meals  were  received 
and  analyzed,  all  of  which  were  guaranteed.  One  was  found  to  be 
deficient  in  crude  protein  and  two  in  crude  fat.  Among  the  in- 
gredients used  in  compounding  the  Calf  Meals  received,  were  the 
following:  Barley,  wheat  oats,  flaxseed,  locust  bean  meal, 
wheat  flour,  cottonsed  meal,  beans,  lentils,  cocoa  hulls,  foenugreek 
seed,  linseed,  malt  sprouts,  pea  meal,  distillers  dried  grains,  l  eddog 
flour  and  dried  milk,  which  in  most  cases  were  ground  or  pul- 
verized. 

The  following  brands  of  this  class  of  feeding  stuffs  were  obtained:

Analyses  on   Pages  168  to  171.  .■ 

Twenty-two  samples  of  feeds  which  were  classified  as  "Miscellan- 
eous Feeds"  were  examined  during  the  year.  Fifteen  of  these  were 
found  to  be  guaranteed  for  crude  protein,  crude  fat  and  crude  fiber 
and  of  this  latter  number  one  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  crude  fat. 
The  feeds  included  in  this  class  were  those  for  which  no  distinctive 
brand  name  was  given  and  included  12  samples  labeled  as  "Mixed 
Feeds,"  1  sample  of  Oats  before  cleaning,  1  sample  of  Oats  after 
cleaning,  a  sample  of  the  Oat  cleanings  and  Oat  screenings,  a  sam- 
ple of  so  called  Branning  Eefuse,  Ground  Puffed  Rice  Screenincrs 
Ground  Puffed  Wheat,  Corn  and  Oats  Peed,  an  Ear  and  Shelled 
Corn,  Oats  and  Wheat  Feed,  and  1  sample  of  "Dried  Grains."  The 
sample  of  Oats  before  and  after  being  cleaned  were  obtained  and 
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examined  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  had  been  bleached  by 
sulphuring  and  positive  results  were  secured  showing  they  had  been 
sulphured.  The  Branning  Eefuse  was  a  samle  of  Wheat  Middlings 
and  palm  oil  being  a  by-product  from  the  manufacture  or  cleaning 
of  tin  plate.  This  product  has  been  recently  offered  for  sale  at  a 
low  price.  The  sample  of  "Dried  Grains"  mentioned  was  found  to 
be  a  mixture  of  corn  distillers  grains,  brewers  grains  and  malt 
sprouts.  Among  the  ingredients  used  in  compounding  the  other 
feeds,  were  the  following:  Corn,  corn  bran,  hominy  feed,  shelled  and 
ear  corn,  corn  meal,  oats,  oat  middlings,  oat  shorts,  oat  hulls,  barley, 
brewers  dried  grains,  wheat  middlings,  wheat  bran,  rye,  rye  mid- 
dlings and  rye  bran. 

MISCELLANEOUS  CHOP  FEEDS. 
Analyses  on  Pages  170  to  187. 
One  Hundred  and  forty-three  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  classified 
as  Miscellaneous  Chop  Feeds  were  sent  to  the  Department  for  analy- 
sis by  Special  Agents,   Of  this  number  99  w^ere  found  to  be  guar- 
anteed for  crude  protein  crude  fat  and  crude  fiber.    Of  the  number 
guaranteed,  1  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  both  crude  protein  and 
crude  fat,  5  deficient  in  trude  protein  alone  and  2  deficient  in  crude 
fat  alone.    Inasmuch  as  many  of  these  Chop  Feeds  were  composed 
of  whole  grains,  the  guaranteed  analysis  was  not  required  which 
accounts  for  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  samples  being  guaranteed. 
In  many  cases,  however,  guarantees  were  given  where  they  were 
not  required.   Among  the  Chop  Feeds  were  included  the  whole  grain 
chops  such  as  Corn  Chop,  Corn  and  Oat  Chops,  Corn,  Oats  and  Eye 
Chops  and  a  number  of  so  called  "Chop  Feeds,"  some  of  which  were 
those  having  a  proprietary  or  distinctive  brand  name  and  which 
were  mixtures  of  whole  grains  and  certain  by-products.  There 
were  only  2  samples  of  Corn  Chops,  1  of  which  was  claimed  to  be 
yellow  shelled  and  yellow  ear  corn,  and  the  other  was  found  to  be 
ground  corn  and  cob  meal.    The  average  analysis  of  these  2  Chops 
were  as  follows:  crude  protein  8.97  per  cent,  crude  fat  3.!^j9  per 
cent.,  crude  fiber  4.2.5  per  cent.   There  were  42  samples  of  Corn  and 
Oat  Chops  a  few  of  which  were  guaranteed  and  many  of  which  were 
simply  classed  as  Corn  and  Oats  Chop.    The  average  analysis  of 
these  was  found  to  be  as  follows:  crude  protein  10.31  per  cent.,  crude 
fat  4.41  per  cent,  crude  fiber  .3.76  per  cent.    Two  samples  of  Corn, 
Oats  and  Barley  Chops  gave  the  following  average  analysis:  crude 
protein  9.35  per  cent.,  crude  fat  3.22  per  cent.,  crude  fiber  3.65 
per  cent.   There  were  6  samples  of  Cor^i,  Oats  and  Eye  Chops  averag- 
ing as  follows:  crude  protein  10.93  per  cent,  crude  fat  3.65  per 
cent,  crude  fiber  4.54  per  cent.    There  were  a  number  of  Chop 
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^  Feeds  composed  of  by-products  together  with  whole  grains  which 
were  found  to  be  in  most  cases  guaranteed.  These  samples  are 
grouped  alphabetically  according  to  the  manufacturer's  or  importers' 
names,  and  where  two  or  more  samples  of  the  same  kind  or  class  or 
brand  of  Chop  Feeds  were  received,  an  average  of  the  analyses  ob- 
tained has  been  made  as  will  be  noted  in  the  table.  As  a  rule  these 
Chop  Feeds  were  clean  and  free  from  products  not  claimed  or  ad- 
vertised. The  guaranteed  analysis  together  with  the  composition 
as  claimed  and  found  by  us  will  be  noted  in  the  table. 

PEOPEIETAEY  POULTEY  FOODS. 

Analyses  on   Pages  1S6  to  221. 

The  number  of  samples  of  so  called  Proprietary  Poultry  Foods 
examined  during  the  year  was  222.    As  a  rule  this  class  of  goods 
is  composed  of  varying  amounts  of  whole  grains  and  in  many  cases 
in  addition  to  the  whole  grains  used  such  products  as  linseed  oil 
meal,  cottonseed  meal,  alfalfa  meal,  gluten  feed,  wheat  and  rye  by- 
products, meat  scraps,  meat  and  bone  meal,  and  fish  scrap,  are  added, 
together  with  small  amounts  of  grit,  oyster  shell,  charcoal  etc.  The 
results  of  examination  of  these  Poultry  Foods  shows  a  marked  im- 
provement in  this  class  of  goods  over  those  examined  during  the 
previous  year.   As  a  rule  the  samples  examined  wei-e  clean  and  con- 
tained clean,  sound  grains  as  advertised,  however,  there  were  many 
samples  received  which  could  not  claim  this  distinction.    Owing  to 
the  fact  that  various  grades  of  whole  grains  are  used  in  compound- 
ing poultry  food  weed  seeds  have  been  introduced  in  small  or  large 
amounts  according  to  whether  or  not  the  grains  used  had  been 
properly  screened.   In  a  number  of  samples,  as  will  be  noted  in  the 
table,  weed  seeds  M^ere  found  present,  and  in  some  of  these  cases 
their  presence  was  due  to  the  fact  that  "chicken  feed  wheat"  was 
used  which  had  not  been  cleaned  or  freed  from  weed  seeds.  While 
the  samples,  as  a  rule,  showed  an  improvement  and  were  free  from 
containing  a  large  proportion  of  weed  seeds,  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement  in  producing  Poultry  Foods  which  are  free  from  foreign 
or  undesirable  seeds. 

Of  the  samples  guaranteed,  some  of  which  were  rather  high  in 
crude  protein  and  which  contained  by-products  in  addition  to  whole 
grains,  2  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  both  crude  protein  and  crude 
fat,  6  deficient  in  crude  protein  alone  and  8  deficient  in  crude  fat 
alone.

ANIMAL  BY-PEODUCTS. 
Analyses  on  Pages  222  and  223. 

Ten  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  classified  as  Animal  By-Products 
were  received  and  analyzed.  They  were  all  guaranteed  and  no  defi- 
ciencies were  observed.  These  products  contain  a  high  content  of 
crude  protein  ranging  from  26.00  per  cent,  in  a  sample  of  Poultry 
Bone  to  01 . 13  per  cent,  iu  a  sample  of  Meat  Scraps.  The  following 
brands  were  represented:  Armour's  Pure  Animal  Food  Beef  Scraps 
for  Poultry,  Armour's  Pure  Animal  Pood  Medium  Poultry  Bone, 
Three  Medal  Poultry  Meat,  Bolgiano's  Square  Deal  Beef  Scraps,  F.  P. 
Cassel  &  Sons'  and  Pittsburg  Provision  and  Packing  Co.'s  Beef 
Scraps,  Blue  Eibbon  Meat  Scraps,  Spratt's  Patent  Ground  Meat  and 
Swift's  Special  Meat  Scraps.  One  of  these  products  was  composed 
of  ground  beef  scrap  and  bone  and  the  others,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Poultry  Bone,  were  ground  meat  residues. 

CONDIMENTAL  STOCK  AND  POULTEY  FOODS. 

Analyses  on  Pages  222  to  227. 

Of  the  feeding  stuffs  analyzed  and  classified  as  Condimental  Stock 
and  Poultry  Foods,  14  samples  were  received  representing  9  differ- 
ent brands.  Two  of  these  samples  were  found  not  to  be  labeled  with 
the  guaranteed  analysis  as  required.  One  sample  was  found  to  be 
deficient  in  crude  fat. 

The  ingredients  used  in  compounding  these  foods  included  the 
following:  Wheat  bran,  wheat  middlings,  buckwheat  shorts,  cotton- 
seed meal,  linseed  meal,  gluten  meal,  meat  meal,  corn  meal,  Kafflr 
corn  meal,  alfalfa  meal,  corn,  oats,  cooked  wheat,  millet,  rape  seed 
caraway  seed,  corn  starch,  cracker  meal,  oat  chop,  bone  flour,  bone 
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meal,  granulated  blood,  liuiled  oats,  aniseseed,  gentian,  ginger,  ioeuu- 
greek,  sassafras  bark,  mustard  bran  (mustard  oil  cakej,  cayenne 
pepper,  black  pepper,  licorice  root,  fennel  seed,  chalk, 
sulphate  of  iron,  sulphur,  charcoal,  hydrate  of  lime,  Venetian  red, 
powdered  oyster  shells,  epsom  salts,  hen-e-ta  bone  grit,  potassium 
nitrate,  sodium  sulphate,  calcium  carbonate  and  salt.  One  sample 
was  found  to  contain  rice  hulls.
